Pickaway Receives 
Snow Removal Help 


The Federal 
Disaster Assistance 
Administration late Wednesday af­ 
ternoon designated Pickaway and 15 
other Ohio Counties to receive special 
emergency snow removal aid. 


The additions bring to 38 the number 
of Ohio counties offered federal road 
clearance help since President Jimmy 
Carter declared Ohio an emergency 
area last week. 


Dennis 
Kwiatkowski, 
FDAA’s 
Deputy Federal Coordinating Officer 
in charge of the Ohio operation, said 
representatives of the U.S. 
Army 
Corps of Engineers would be sent to 
Pickaway County to engage local 
firms to do the work. 
The federal help will be geared at 
opening school bus routes, public roads 
most used by emergency vehicles, and 
public 
roads 
serving 
concentrated 
population areas to two lanes. 
Although 
State, 
County, 
and 
Townships crews have been working 
around the clock, local snow removal 
budgets have all but been depleted. 
Some rural roads have been partially 
blocked by drifting snow for almost 
two weeks. 
“Hundreds of miles of rural Ohio 
roads are still limited to only one lane 
of traffic,” Kwiatkowski said, “posing 
a hazard to the health and safety of 
travelers.” 
Besides, Pickaway, other counties to 
receive emergency 
assistance are 
Athens, Belmont, Brown, Clermont, 


Drake, Harden, Jefferson, Knox. 
Miami, Muskinghain, Noble, Perry, 
Preble, Ross, and Washington. 
The Ohio Department of Trans­ 
portation is continuing its review of 
road conditions in remaining counties, 
and is providing a list of priorities to 
Curtis Griffith Jr., state coordinating 
officer for the Ohio Disaster Services 
Agency which is working with the 
FDAA. 
So far, the Army Corps of Engineers 
has let snow removal contracts with 
local firms totalling an outside limit of 
some $600,000 under the emergency 
declared for Ohio. 
Individuals and contractors with 
available equipment that can be used 
to move snow are urged to contact 
Pickaway 
County 
Engineer Henry 
McCrady. 
Trustees and clerks of the county’s 
15 townships have completed detailed 
estimates of the cost of snow removal 
and damge 
caused 
by 
the 
snow 
removal. 
These estimates will 
be 
delivered to State Highway Division 6 
headquarters at Delaware by Edgar 
Harrah chairman of the trustees and 
clerks association and Ed Pritchard, a 
committeeman. 
The estimated additional cost of 
snow 
removal 
this 
year 
for 
the 
townships was placed at $106,500. 
According to Harrah Division 6 
officials have indicated the townships 
may be able to recover a portion of this 
money already spent.

Ban On Rhodesian 
Chrome Promoted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, in a move un­ 
derscoring the Carter administration’s 
support for black majority rule in 
Africa, is expected to urge Congress to 
reinstate a total ban on U.S. imports of 
Rhodesian chrome. 
Vance’s endorsement today of a bill 
to halt the imports is intended as a 
signal 
of 
American 
intentions 
to 
African black leaders, officials said. 
Officials say the endorsement also 
serves notice to Rhodesian Premier 
Ian Smith that he cannot stall in­ 
definitely on demands that his white 
minority government relinquish power 
to the black majority. 
While Vance’s testimony before the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
sub­ 
committee on Africa laid out the ad­ 
ministration view, 
aides 
said 
the 
hearings also were aimed at forcing 
Congress to commit itself to the 
prospect 
of 
honoring 
international 
economic sanctions imposed against 
Rhodesia by the United Nations. 
The U.N. adopted the Britishbacked 
ban on chrome exports from Rhodesia 
in 1966, but Congress in 1971 amended 
U.S. law to allow American companies 
to import the metal from the African 
country. 
Subcommittee chairman Dick Clark, 
D-Iowa, told the panel on Wednesday 
his bill to repeal the so-called Byrd 
amendment ‘would add significantly 
to international pressure for a nego­ 
tiated settlement” of the Rhodesian 
crisis.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A state 
Senate com m ittee opened an in­ 
vestigation of the four major Ohio gas 
companies, 
while 
Dem ocratic 
legislative leaders stood finn behind a 
controversial natural gas pricing law 
Wednesday. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, and Senate Majority 
Iieader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
refused to suspend a law that forces 
gas utilities to charge only those who 
use emergency gas for the cost of the 
high cost fuel. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio claims the law 
technically prevents them 
from 


making emergency gas available to 
the residential sector. Spokesmen on 
both sides of the issue concede the 
language in question is difficult to 
interpret. 
But in a letter to Columbia Chairman 
Marvin E. White, Riffe said, “if you 
ever reach a point where emergency 
purchase of gas will be sent to supply 
your residential customers, then you 
would have to be in a position where 
you have completely run out of natural 
gas. 
“If 
you 
are 
in 
a 
position 
as 
described,” Riffe continued, “ the 
customer who uses the gas pays for the 


gas. 
Die House leader said he was puz­ 
zled by the utility’s request for the law 
to be overturned because “it is my 
present understanding that Columbia 
is now buying emergency gas and has 
no intention of using that gas to supply 
its residential customers.” 
In any event, he said the new federal 
gas act would supersede the state law 
if there were any question about 
providing gas to homeowners and 
renters.

Utilities Committee launched its probe 
with testimony from an outspoken 


critic of gas and oil companies, Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum. 
Metzenbaum urged the panel to 
study the relationship between the gas 
companies and their pipeline suppliers 
to determine if competition should be 
restored in public utilities. 
Three of the companies under in­ 
vestigation, Columbia, Dayton Power 
& I ,ight and Cincinnati Gas & Electric, 
get 
most of their gas from 
the 
Columbia Gas Transmission Corp. 
A second hearing has been set for 
Monday with representatives of the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
expelled to testify.

Andrews, a vice president 
of Allegheny Ludlum Industries, 
testified on behalf of stainless steel 
makers that while U.S. reliance on 
Rhodesian chrome has declined in re­ 
cent years, it would be “hazardous and 
undesirable” for the United States to 
limit access to any raw material ob­ 
tainable only from foreign sources.

Rhodesia, South Africa, Turkey and 
the Soviet Union. 
Andrews said the loss of Rhodesian 
chrome would increase U.S. depen­ 
dence on South African chrome and 
push prices up. And if both of those 
sources were lost, he said, the Soviet 
Union would become the primary 
source as it was before the embargo 
was lifted.

vengeance-seeking gunman, who held 
a mortgage company director hostage 
through a second night in a booby- 
trapped apartment despite an offer of 
immunity from prosecution, said 
today he felt he would be “a marked 
man” for life. 
Anthony G. 
Kiritsis made the 
comment in a telephone interview with 
WIBC radio news director Fred Heck­ 
man, to whom he has spoken several 
times while holed up in his third-floor 
apartment on the city’s west side. 
“I’ve already 
lost 
all my 
self­ 
respect,” Kiritsis said. “I’m going to 
be a marked man all my life." 
Frustrated police and sheriff’s 
deputies maintained their vigil near 
the building. Occasionally, one or two 
uniformed officers walked between a 
large bus used as a police command 
center and a neighboring building 
where the sheriff’s department set up 
headquarters. 
A friend took a copy of the immunity 
offer Wednesday night to the apart­ 
ment where Kiritsis held executive 
Richard O. Hall hostage, said George 
M artz, 
spokesman 
for 
police 
negotiators. 
Martz said the friend read the offer 
through the boobytrapped front door to 
Kiritsis, who told him that he didn’t 
want to think about 
it then 
and 
preferred to wait until morning. 
Martz said the document , signed by 
a deputy prosecutor, offered “total 
immunity” from arrest or psychiatric 
confinement to Kiritsis, the 44-year-old 
bachelor who took Hall prisoner on 
Tuesday morning as part of a plan for 
revenge against the mortgage com­ 
pany. 
“Tony has given us four demands 
and we met all of them,” said Martz.

The firm, designers of Circleville^ 
new sewage treatment plant, had 
previously sued in a New York Federal 
Court. That suit was dismissed by the 
court on the basis that it had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. 
The amount of the suit is $130,647.09 
which Hazen and Sawyer contends is 
owed them by the public utilities 
department. Although the New York 
firm designed the plant, its contract 
was terminated and the Firm of Floyd 
G. Brown was employed to perform 
the general supervision of construction 
of the plant. 
The city public utilities department 
is represented by the Columbus law 
firm of Porter, Stanley, Platt and 
Arthur and by city solicitor John 
Adkins. 


Rhodes Asks 
G as Probe 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes has asked an im­ 
mediate investigation of excess earn­ 
ings by natural gas distributors during 
the energy crisis. 
In a letter to C. Luther Heckman, 
Public Utilities Commission chair­ 
man, Rhodes directed the chairman to 
“ ...take all legal steps to insure that 
rates of return earned by the various 
companies are not excessive.” 
Rhodes 
said 
he 
asked 
the 
in­ 
vestigation upon learning that “ ...a 
question being asked by Ohioans is 
whether or not Ohio’s gas utilities will 
reap excessive earnings because of the 
gas crisis.” 
The governor’s order also follows 
reports earlier this week that gas 
companies 
might 
see 
profits this 
quarter increase by IOO per cent 
because of the extraordinary demand 
for natural gas by the residential 
sector. That group of customers con­ 
sumes more than half of all gas sold in 
Ohio and pays a premium compared to 
industrial and large com m ercial 
users. 


Authorities 
learned 
that 
Kiritsis 
recently 
bought 
IOO 
pounds 
of 
dynamite and police said they believed 
his declaration that the apartment has 
been rigged so that it could blow up. 
“We felt 
it 
was 
more 
than 
a 
possibility that the dynamite would be 
set off,” said Martz, a deputy Marion 
County prosecutor. 
Hall, 42, is director of a mortgage 
company that lent Kiritsis $130,000 to 
buy 17 acres of land on which he 
planned to build a shopping center. 


Kiritsis contends he was swindled. 
On Tuesday, Kiritsis demanded and 
was granted release from the loan and 
a public apology from Hall’s Meridian 
Mortgage Co. He also demanded un­ 
specified monetary damages stem­ 
ming from the mortgage dispute and 
immunity from any damages arising 
from his actions after abducting Hall. 
“ I don’t like it,” Martz said of the 
immunity offer, “but that’s beside the 
point. What are you going to do about 
it?”

discounting fears that immunity would 
set a dangerous precedent, said he 
would agree to free Kiritsis “ if it is 
necessary to save a life and prevent 
anyone from tieing injured.

precedents,” 
Kelley 
said 
in 
a 
telephone interview from Iios Angeles, 
where he is attending a crime con­ 
ference.

Feds M ay Pay Fuel Bills 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - If 
your 
family budget has been jolted by this 
winter’s home heating bills there could 
be some financial relief coming from 
the federal govenment. 
The Senate Budget Committee is 
recommending that the government 
pay up to $250 of the fuel bills of 
families in the areas hardest-hit by the 
uncommonly cold winter. 
And, 
according 
to 
committee 
chairm an 
Edmund 
S. 
Muskie, 
President Carter is expected to an­ 
nounce his support of such a plan 
today. 
Muskie’s panel wrote in the special 
fuel-bill payment plan Wednesday as it 
approved an emergency resolution 
that is necessary before Carter’s pro­ 
gram of tax cuts and federal spending 
to stimulate the economy can be 
considered by Congress. 
The committee, which aims to set 
economic policy for the Senate, ap­ 
proved a $16.8-billion package of tax 
cuts and spending for the next eight 
months, about $18 billion above what 
Carter proposed. The House Budget 
Committee earlier voted for $17.3 
billion. 
Carter has said he could go along 
with some changes in his own package 
but has cautioned Congress against 
any sharp increase. Senate aides say

During confirmation hearings by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
on Wednesday, Paul Nitze outlined this 
approach when he said the issue is not 
only the man, but the American 
position. 
Nitze was among three witnesses 
who testified 
against 
W arnke’s 
nomination to be director of the Anns 
Control and Disarmament Agency and 
to head the delegation that 
will 
negotiate a new SALT treaty to replace 
one that expires this year. As a former 
deputy secretary of defense and a 
ranking member of the past SALT 
negotiating delegation, Nitze is con­ 
sidered the most important of War­ 
nke’s opponents. 
He also reflects the position of such 
senators as Henry M. Jackson, I> 
Wash., and Robert Griffin, R-Mich., 
who are working to toughen the 
American stance for the arms talks. 
In general, they contend that without 
a strict agreement, the United States 
should strengthen and increase its 
nuclear weaponry. 
Nitze was asked several times why 
President Carter should not have 
anybody he wants as his prime arms 
control adviser and negotiator. 
“ One issue is the man,” Nitze 


replied, “ but this is also properly a 
debate 
about 
the 
issue” 
of 
the 
American position in dealing with the 
Soviets on arms limitations. 
Nitze told the committee he distrusts 
Carter’s views on the negotiations. 
Asked if he thought the President’s 
position might be contrary to the na­ 
tional interest, he replied: “ Yes, I do 
have that view.... It would be a tragedy 
if the 
executive 
branch 
would 
negotiate a treaty ... and then have the 
Senate reject it. The political con­ 
sequences would be very serious in­ 
deed.” 


In testim ony Tuesday, Warnke 
outlined his position as calling for 
continued 
Am erican 
strategic 
strength. Any arms limitations should 
be strictly reciprocal, he said, adding 
that “ I reject any concept of unilateral 
disarmament on the part of the United 
States.” 


Nitze also hit Warnke in personal 
terms, accusing him of bad logic and 
inconsistency. He said Warnke has 
taken “ a highly cavalier attitude” on 
cuts in strategic forces and on “ those 
improved U.S. nuclear capabilities” 
that would deter Soviet aggression. 
Nitze 
called 
him 
“ absolutely 
asinine,” added that “ I don’t think he 
understands what he says” and said he 
may “ not be a qualified student or 
competent judge” of strategic and 
nuclear matters. 
Despite the opposition, Warnke is 
certain to get committee and Senate 
approval.

McBride 
Likely N ext 
USW Chief

The tally was not complete late 
Wednesday 
in 
Ohio’s 
United 
Steelworkers of America election, but 
Lloyd McBride seemed well on his way 
to election as national union president, 
with Frank J. Valenta scoring a land­ 
slide as director of District 28 in 
Cleveland. 
With about four-fifths of the locals 
reporting, McBride had about 19,500 
and Ed Sadlowski about 14,000 in the 
state. 
Nationally, McBride was apparent 
winner in the USW presidential 
balloting. 
Unofficial returns gathered by The 
Associated Press gave the 60-year-old 
USW director from St. i-ouis a 299,877 
to 198, 472 margin with about 4,000 of 
the union’s 5,000 locals reporting. 
McBride continued to hold his solid 
lead over Sadlowski despite strong 
support in Youngstown’s District 26. 
Sadlowski led 7,276 to 5,814 in that area 
with 160 of 174 locals counted. 
However, McBride was in good 
shape overall, with strong backing 
from Canton’s District 27, home turf of 
outgoing USW President I.W . Abel. 
McBride allied himself with Abel’s 
policies throughout the election 
campaign.

Sadlowski’s about 4,500. O fficials 
figures were not released by the 
district headquarters. 
In District 28, with 104 of 115 locals 
reporting, McBride had 5,644 to 2,257 
for Sadlowski, the Chicago chieftan 
who has promised to give rank and file 
members more power in union mat­ 
ters.

A public hearing mil be held on 
Monday, February 14, to consider the 
establishm ent of a regulation to 
control the spread of the Aujeszky’s 
disease in swine. 
John M. Stackhouse, Director of the 
Ohio Department of Agriculture, 
explained, “We are proposing to adopt 
a change in existing regulations which 
govern the importation of swine into 
Ohio to require that all breeding swine 
imported must be proven to be free of 
the Aujeszky’s disease.” 
Persons 
shipping or bringing 
breeding swine into Ohio, will have to 
show evidence of a negative test for 
Aujeszky’s 
disease, 
sometimes 
referred to as “pseudorabies”. 
Aujeszky's disease causes death 
losses of up to IOO per cent in pigs less 
than two weeks old. Humans are not 
susceptible to this disease. There has 
been very few cases of this disease in 
Ohio; however, at least one neigh* 
boring state has had an increase in the 
number of cases.

Carter Honeymoon W ith Congress Tested 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Congressional Democrats are putting 
their stamp on President Carter’s 
economic stimulus program in ways 
that could test the president’s stated 
eagerness to prolong his honeymoon 
with Congress. 


Carter held his first full-scale news 
conference on Tuesday and said he 
thought he could accept the changes 
Congress was likely to make in his 
proposals to create jobs and cut taxes. 
He 
also 
said 
complaints 
from 
congressional leaders about his failure 
to consult often enough with them were 
justified. 


However, on the changes in his 
economic program, Carter warned 
that "if such drastic changes were 
made in it that would cause me to 
doubt its effectiveness or its viability, I 
would, of course, veto it.” 
As 
he 
spoke, 
Congressional 
Democrats were putting the finishing 
touches on a public works jobs bill 
twice the size of the program Carter 
requested. 
And some of his tax proposals, in­ 
cluding a plan for a $50 rebate to most 
Americans, have run into serious 
opposition on Capitol Hill. 
In the 
delicate area 
of arms 
negotiations with the Soviet Union, 
there also were signs of future trouble 
between the new president and 
Congress in opposition that has 
emerged to his appointment of Paul 
Wamke to head the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency. 
Despite opposition from senators 
who say Warnke would be too willing to 
compromise with the Russians, his 
nomination appeared headed for 
approval 
by the Senate and 
he 
received a new endorsement from 
Carter. 
Much 
of 
C arter’s 
nationally 
broadcast news conference was 
devoted to repeating his pledges to 
work closely with Congress and also to 
trying 
to 
calm 
some 
of 
the 
congressional uneasiness over War­ 
nke. 
On Capitol Hill, m em bers of 
Congress appeared anxious to avoid a 
rhetorical clash with the president, not 
yet three weeks in office. Carter’s 
comments on domestic and foreign 
policy and his pointed mention of his 
veto power, drew no reaction from 
members of the House and Senate. 
Meanwhile, Senate Public Works 
Committee 
chairm an 
Jennings 
Randolph, D-W.Va., said expansion of 
the jobs program had tentative ap­ 
proval from the White House. 
"I have a feeling the administration 
is favorable to the $4 billion and might 
be favorable to condensing it into a 
short period of time,” Randolph said. 
Carter had asked for $2 billion for 
next year and another $2 billion for the 
following year. Randolph was talking 
about spending the entire $4 billion the 
first year. 
At his 
news conference, 
the 
president referred to his economic 
proposals as “ a comprehensive 
package of two-year duration that is 
well-balanced. There is a limit on how 
much money you can spend on public 
works without wasting money.” 
He didn’t mention the plan to double 
the size of the jobs program or suggest 
whether such an increase would still

Carter was asked about a statement 
by House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill, 
D-Mass., that “some of your top ad­ 
visers seem to have an attitude of 
confrontation regarding Congress.”

Foreign Relations Committee as 
Carter was telling questioners that "I 
have complete confidence in him.” 
Wamke, a Washington attorney, who 
was a top adviser to Sen. George 
McGovern in his unsuccessful cam­ 
paign as Democratic presidential 
nominee in 1972, told the Foreign 
Relations Committee that "I reject 
any concept of unilateral disarmament 


on the part of the United States.” An 
unsigned memorandum circulated 
among many members of the Senate 
had contended that Wamke’s positions 
on arms issues amounted to support 
for unilateral disarmament. 
Giving his own views on amis issues. 
Carter said he believes the United 
States has superior nuclear capability 
compared with the Soviet Union but 
that both superpowers are "roughly 
equivalent ... in that either the Soviet 
Union or we could destroy a major part 
of the other nation” in a nuclear ex­ 
change 
He said it was "very, very im­ 
portant” that both nations be willing to 
offer initiatives to reduce armaments. 
Carter used the news conference to 
urge the Soviets publicly to stop 
deployment of a short-range mobile 
missile which he said could touch off 
another round of escalation in amis 
development. 
He also disclosed that he has 
suggested to the Soviets that the two 
nations agree to give each other 24 to 
48 hours notice "before we launch any 
kind of intercontinental ballistic 
missile in a test phase.” 
Carter also said he is concerned 


about the U.S. sale of concussion 
bombs to foreign governments, but 
that he has not decided yet whether to 


cancel sale of the weapons to Israel.

NEW YORK (A P ) — Remember 
trading 
stamps, 
those 
little 
m anifestos of the carnival spirit of 
the 1960s that, in the hearts of shoppei s 
anyway, seemed about to replace the 
official coin of the realm? 
Well, they’re coming back! But, you 
say, you’ve heard that story before, 
almost every year in the past three or 
four. True. But now they’re really 
coming back, the stamp people say be­ 
cause 
are you prepared — you’re 
ready for them. 
Stamp people do have some ex­ 
pertise in this area, their survival 
being dependent upon how well they 
appeal to the instincts, desires and 
needs of shoppers. And they do have 
some evidence, although it may not yet 
make a case. 
Still, H. W. Greenough, president of 
the Trading Stamp Institute of 
America, proclaims: “ Most areas of 
the country will see a return of stamps 
in the next year." 
Some chains are signing up again. 
The industry’s volume was up 15 per 
cent last year. The games, books and 
sets of dishes, all meant to keep you 
coming to the same store each week, 
are said to be losing their appeal. 
Most important of all, discounting, 
the biggest competitor to stamps, is 
believed to be on the way out. If it isn t, 
say some grocery officials, the food 
store industry might be. 
In 1968, the height of the stamp 
mania, $900 million worth of them 
were put into the hands of consumers. 
Seventy-two per cent of the 32,000 
supermarkets were staid to be stamp- 


givers. 
it tooK close to two decades ot 
growth to reach that 70 per cent level. 
It took only four years or so to reverse 
the percentages. By 1973, only 30 per 
cent gave stamps. Many of the others 
stressed discounting, or price-cutting. 
Price-cutting might have seemed the 
most perfectly logical development 
then, as it does now. What greater 
appeal to shopper instincts than a low­ 
ered price? None, apparently, none at 
all. 
But storekeepers found price-cutting 
didn’t necessarily breed loyalty. 
Instead, shoppers scurried around to 
benefit from specials at various stores, 
and down went store profits. 
“ When people shopped around, the 
store's mix went down the drain. They 
bought only the specials, and it re­ 
duced gross profits by 1.5 to 3 per 
cent,” said Greenough. 
Tile situation became critical for 
many stores. Several large chains fell 
into precarious financial positions and 
some were forced into bankruptcy 
proceedings. 
The stamp people were poised. Gold 
Bond Stamps, Greenough’s company, 
combined stamp-saving with price- 
cutting, permitting customers to trade 
their stamps for whatever special 
product discount the storeowner chose. 
“ I don’t think stamps will ever again 
have 70 per cent of stores,” said 
Greenough. “ but they are on the way 
back.” His own company, one of the 
privately owned Carlson Companies of 
Minneapolis, had a 20 per cent gain in 
1976.

Merriam 
first 
noted 
it 
in 
1950, 
especially 
relating 
to 
business 
correspondence. Oddly enough, at that 
time it was men - not women - who 
were looking for a useful courtesy title 
to give to women who did not care to 
indicate their marital status.” 
Ms. Soukhanov, who may or may not 
be affiliated legally or otherwise with a 
man, says “ Ms.” is a noun, just like 
Mr., Mrs. and Miss, and “ honorifics” 
such as Sir, Dame, Inrd and I.ady. 
Die definition of Ms., at least in 
Webster, is “ used instead of Miss or 
Mrs. (as when the marital status of a 
woman is unknown or irrelevant).” 
The plural of “ Ms.” is flexible. In 
case you are addressing a bevy of 
women of unknown or irrelevant 
marital status, anything goes - Ms’s, 
Mses., Mss. or even, if you’re so in­ 
clined, Multi-Ms. Webster couldn’t 
care less. 
Early in the Ms.-mash, the more 
militant feminists called for Ms. to be 
used exclusively and universally for 
all females - but Miss and Mrs. refused 
to lie down and die.

I’ve had a mild heart attack and they 
made me give up smoking entirely. 
Now they’re after me to give up 
drinking alcohol because they say it, 
too, is bad for the heart. Couldn't I 
cheat a little with both. 
Mr. K. R. B., Wash., D C. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
It’s well estabished that “ cheating” 
with tobacco can ultimately cheat you 
of years of added life. 
There is no question about the fact 
that all tobacco, especially cigarettes, 
reduces the flow of blood to all organs 
of the body. The heart in particular is 
affected by the spasm of the arteries 
that’s caused bv tobacco. 
A simple rule is laid down for all 
people who have ever had coronary 
heart disease. That is, that smoking is 
the surest, if slowest, way to commit 
suicide. 
More and more evidence is coming 
to light that alcohol, too, has a bad 
effect on the muscle of the heart. The 
cells and the nerve complex w ithin the 
heart that control its regularity can 
also be affected even by moderate, but 
sustained, drinking. 
Most cardiologists are in agreement 
with the statement made by Dr. Dean 


Mason and Dr. Ixv.gh Segel, of the 
University of California They state, 
“ Present evidence indicates that 
alcohol exerts a toxic action on the 
myocardium (heart muscle) and . . . is 
responsible for a depression of its 
mechanical performance.” 


They also say, “ Treatm ent of 
alcoholic heart disease always in­ 
cludes total abstention which, in some 
cases, has been shown to reverse some 
forms of this condition.” 
You must know that neither your 
family physician nor your cardiologist 
establishes rules that are meant to 
punish you. 
Rather, they outline 
regimes that are meant to prolong 
your life, giving it not only longevity, 
but also quality. 


At first, the restrictions imposed on 
you may seem to be too rigid. But when 
you begin to regain greater activity 
and normal productivity you, too, will 
agree that what seems deprivation is, 
indeed, a gift.

O hio Senate Report

Between 1830 and 1930 about 32 
million people emigrated from Europe 
to the United States. The peak year 
was 1907, when a million and a quarter 
immigrants arrived. 
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This week state leaders continued to 
grapple with Ohio’s energy and 
weather problems last week. The 
General 
Assembly 
passed 
an 
emergency bill that will help schools 
with energy shortage impact. 


Senate Bill 51 extends from the 
present 5 days to 20 days the number of 
“ calamity days” in which a school can 
close 
and 
still 
meet 
the 
state 
requirement of a 182 day school year. 
Schools can now close up to 5 days 
due to “ acts of God,” such as bad 
weather. S.B. 51 includes 15 more 
calamity days due to an energy 
shortage. 


The Ohio Revised Code gives the 
Governor power to declare an energy 
crisis when he finds that immediate 
action is necessary to protect the 
health, safety, or welfare of citizens in 
an acute energy shortage. 


In a declared energy crisis the 
Governor may: issue orders necessary 
to manage the crisis that have full 
force of law, amend or rescind any 
state or local rule or law, and use the 
facilities and equipment of the state or 
any political subdivision to protect the 
economic and physical well being of 
Ohioans. 


Such orders could conceivably in­ 
clude the closing or use of schools for 
emergency 
purposes. 
Governor 
Rhodes has so far carefully avoided 
such a drastic step. However, many 
schools have had to close due to lack of 
heating fuel and impassable roads. 
An amendment to include closings 
due to weather in the extended grace 
period was rejected by the House and 
Senate. 


Tile bill takes effect when signed by 
the Governor and remains in effect 
only for the 1976-77 school year. 
New bills continue to be introduced 
in the House and Senate, including 
ones 
to: 
prohibit 
employer 
discrimination against employees who 
do not contribute to charitable 
collections iH B 96), permit judges to 
give stronger sentences for assault on 
senior citizens (H B 105), provide a tax 
exemption for home improvements 
(H B 109), and permit drilling for oil or 
gas in Lake Erie (H B 112). 
Others include: nonpartisan election 
of PUCO members (SB 22), reduced 
utility bills for senior citizens (SB 32),

Revolutionize Didies 


PEORIA, 111. (AP) — Super slurper, 
a blend of manmade materials and 
starch that could revolutionize far­ 
ming and babies’ diapers, is getting 
thirstier all the time: A scientist says 
it now absorbs 5,300 times its weight in 
distilled water. 
Three hundred times its weight was 
all it could manage when developed in 
1973 by five chemists for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s Research 
Service. 
The substance — patented on behalf 
of the 
public — 
has 
absorptive 
qualities vastly superior to anything 
else known to man, said Dr. William 
Doane, one of the devlopers. 
“ We’re still trying to understand 
why it does what it does, and in doing 
so 
we 
found 
some 
new 
im­ 
provements,” Doane said. 
Super slurper is made by grafting 
acrylonitrile, the starting material for 
synthetics used in clothing and car­ 
peting, to starch. The colorless 
material, which turns water to a 
gelatin, 
is 
known 
form ally 
as 
saponified starch-polyacrylonitrile 
graft copolymer. 
USDA program specialist Roger A. 
Eisenhauer said there is a potential 
market of 750 million to one billion 
pounds 
of 
slurper 
a 
year 
for 
agriculture, oil recovery chemicals, 
pharmaceuticals, cosmetics, towels 
and other uses. 
The absorbent capacity of the 
compound drops when used in salt 
solutions such as blood or urine, and 
developm ents 
have 
not 
made 
significant 
im provem ents 
from 
slurper’s original capacity for these 
solutions, Doane said. 
But, he said, super slurper is 20 
times more effective than cellulose 


now used in bandages and disposable 
diapers. The cellulose holds only about 
30 times its weight in blood or urine. 
Even more important, he said, is 
that cellulose subjected to pressure 
“ like a squirming baby, only holds its 
own weight in urine ... Slurper still 
holds three-fourths of its capacity (up 
to 75 times) under such pressure.” 
The first application for slurper 
appears to be in agriculture. Inter 
Seeding Co. of Arcola will begin 
coating seeds with a patented super 
slurper process this spring. 
Super slurper was patented last year 
by the USDA and its developers from 
the Northern Research laboratory in

CEDAR SPRINGS, Mich. (AP) - 
George I-emunyon, bom and raised on 
a 90-year-old farm, kept up the family 
tradition: raising dairy cows as good 
as any in Kent County. The along came 
something called PBH. 
In the last three years I-emunyon 
has twice seen his Holsteins die for 
reasons beyond his control. 
After decades of profitable dairying, 
Lemunyon finds himself perhaps 
$400,000 in debt and wondering when — 
and if — he can begin a third time. 
“ Rightousness will prevail,” is 
I-erriunyon’s Job-like response. “ It will 
make us stronger men.” 
His first 332-animal herd was wiped 
out in 1975 by polybrominated biphenyl 
or 
PBB, 
a 
toxic fire 
retardant 
chemical accidentally mixed 
with 
Michigan livestock feed in 1973. That 
grief — worsened by some bizarre 
human maladies — was shared with 
hundreds of other Michigan farmers 
whose poisoned herds also were 
slaughtered and buried. 
But now the 67-year-old bachelor is 
enduring a second, more solitary 
tribulation. His second herd is dying 
while government officials ponder the 
cause. 
The chilling possibility is that ifs 
another chemical. 
“ The one fact 
is that George 
I-emunyon and that farm out there 
have suffered immense, severe and 
catastrophic problems. And I don’t 
think ifs his fault,” says John March, 
I-ernunyon’s attorney in nearby Grand 
Rapids. 
Although the animals have the same 
dull eyes, listlessness, stiff joints and 
running sores as PBB-tainted herds, 
officials know PBB is not the culprit 
this time. 
Ironically, most experts suspect the 
new $165,000 bam I-emunyon built for 
his second herd. In the blood of 
I-emunyon’s cows they have found sig­ 
nificant levels of pentachlorophenol, or 
PCP, a 
toxic 
chemical 
used to 
preserve the wood in the enclosed 
barn. 
They speculate that constant ex­ 
posure to PCP may 
be making 
Iiemunyon’s cows grow ill and die. 
One expert says the PCP used on the 
farm may have been chemically faulty 
because the common preservative has 
been widely used elsewere for years. 
More than a dozen animals, in­ 
cluding a 2,200-pound bull and several 
shriveled calves lie in Lemunyon’s 
yard, stiff and snow-covered because 
they can’t be buried in the frozen 
earth. Another 80 animals that died in 
1976 are buried over the hill beyond his 
barn. 
“ Tile kids used to go out and put up 
little sticks for a cross but there got to 
be so many of them that they couldn’t 
get sticks fast enough,” says I-e- 
inunyon through the few teeth left in 
his mouth.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
sponsor of a bill that would permit 
voters to shift education taxes from 
real estate to income says it would 
broaden the base to include most 
working people in a school district. 
“ This would assess them in their 
productive years,” said Rep. Arthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, ‘“ It would not 
tax people in their retirement years.” 
He noted he has some neighbors 80 to 
90 years old who are paying school 
property taxes while his son, Craig, “ a 
recent beneficiary of education,” pays 
nothing to support schools because he 
owns no property. 
Public schools in Ohio are now 
principally funded by property taxes 
voted 
in 
each 
school 
district. 
Wilkowski’s 
bill 
would 
permit 
districts, 
with voter approval, to 
abandon most real estate taxes and 
substitute a local income tax to 
produce the same amount of revenue. 
He argued for the bill as the House 
Ways and Means Committee opened 
hear mgs on it Wednesday. Wilkowski 
noted that Toledo public schools were 
among several in Ohio which had to 
close for lack of money last November 
and December after voters rejected 
new school tax proposals. 
He said Toledo voters have rejected 
the last three school tax proposals.

Once 204 healthy animals, his herd 
now has dwindled to almost IOO. The 
state quarantined it in mid-January, 
meaning he can sell neither the meat 
nor the milk, which runs out slowly, 
yellowed and sometimes clotted like 
cottage cheese. 
“ We’re working for nothing right 
now,” says Bernie Drent, 36-year-old 
father of three and Lemunyon’s 
partner for the last 20 years. “ We put 
in a lot of long hours for nothing.” 
Besides the emotional and financial 
strain of spending $300 daily to feed a 
worthless herd, 1-emunyon and the 
Drents also are suffering from 
physical ailments that doctors ten­ 
tatively have linked with PBB. 
I-emunyon says he feels worse than 
he did three years ago, but won’t 
elaborate. Yet he nimbly scales fences 
on his farm and appears younger than 
his years. 
But Drent no longer can drive alone 
to Grand Rapids, 20 miles away. “ I get 
lost and I black out,” he says slowly. “ I 
smashed up a combine in 1975.” 
His 12-year-old son, Bernard Jr., was 
in a mysterious coma for a week last 
summer. And 15-year-old Peter, once 
an honor student, is failing his classes 
and must nap for hours during the day. 
“ George has really hung onto this 
thing trying to find out what the heck 
goes,” says Dr. I-awrence Schalk, his 
veterinarian. “ How, I don’t know. 
Most guys would have thrown up their 
hands.” 
For the five of them, it was bad 
enough in 1974 when the first herd 
began dropping off. But the problem 
was pinpointed quickly and nearly 300 
cows which had not already died were 
carted away and buried. 
The Michigan Farm Bureau, which 
mixed the toxic feed, paid I-emunyon 
$307,401 for his losses. “ We were told 
afterward that we should have gotten 
more. But we’re not people out to 
gouge anyone,” he says. 
A month after his first herd was 
slaughtered, I-ernunyon’s two main 
bams burned to the ground. So he 
spent his settlement for a new herd and 
a new bam. 
But now, state and federal officials 
say the wood treatment throughout the 
bam may have been too much for his 
cows. The barn includes more treated 
wood than most and his cows rarely 
leave it for fresh air, officials say. 
Produced for decades, the PCP used 
to treat the lumber is not generally 
believed hazardous, although war­ 
nings caution good ventilation 
is 
needed. 
Dr. John Moore, who is studying 
I-emunyon’s herd for the National 
Institute of Environmental Health 
Sciences, says pure PCP in itself is not 
likely to be the problem. The illness 
could be caused by impurities in the 


chemical, he says. 
With no income, things are getting 
more difficult on the farm. Less than 
$500 is left in the bank, the partners 
say. They may have to begin cashing 
their stocks and selling machinery or 
maple trees that have been on the farm 
for years. 
Both dairymen say they cannot keep 
working much longer at a dying cause. 


Maybe they say, someone will be 
hired to shoot the cows unless the state 
relieves them ot the tmancial and 
emotional burden. 
As for going back in business again 
with a third herd, Drent says life’s too 
short and he’s too discouraged. 
But not George L-emunyon. “ Sure, 
we’re going to start over again if we 
can. We hope to,” he says.

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Top IRA Guerrillas 


Captured By Police 


LONDON (AP) — “ We’re the best 
there’s been,” Irish Republican Army 
guerrilla Eddie Butler boasted to 
Scotland Yard detectives who cap­ 
tured him and three other IRA men 
after a two-year campaign of terror in 
English cities. 
The Yard men grudgingly agree. 
“ They were considered the most 
important terrorists in Britain until 
they were caught,” a senior officer 
commented. “ They were all Public 
Enemy No. I. 
“ They were a tight-knit unit. well 
disciplined, closely integrated and 
without misfits. They were also the 
most violent and ruthless cell active in 
England.” 
Butler and the other three men were 
convicted at london’s Old Bailey court 
Wednesday on 25 counts of murder and 
bombing. 
Sentencing was set for 
today. 
The squad was part of a crack IRA 
team trained in the Irish Republic in 
1973 to create havoc and panic in 
England’s major cities, Scotland Yard 
said. The aim was to pressure the 
British into ending their rule of Nor­ 
thern 
Ireland, 
where the 
Roman 
Catholic IRA has been fighting for 
seven and a half years to force the 
British 
out 
of 
the 
Protestant- 
dominated province and unite it with 


the neighboring Republic. 
The leader of the squad was Joseph 
O'Connell, a sallowfaced 25-year-old 
Irishman from County Clare on the 
Republic's west coast. The others were 
Butler and 24-yearold Harry Duggan, 
both Irishm en, and Glasgow-born 
Hugh Doherty. 


They surrendered on Dec. 12, 1975, 
after a six-day siege in a an apartment 
in central London. Among their vic­ 
tims were anti-IRA campaigner Ross 
MeWhirter, a prominent rightwinger 
and co-editor of the “ Guinness Book of 
Records," and cancer specialist 
Gordon Hamilton-Fairley, who was 
killed by a car bomb intended for a 
member of Parliament in whose home 
Caroline Kennedy was staying. 


Scotland Yard sources said the four 
were the last of a network of about 20 
IRA Provisional believed responsible 
for at least 12 killings, more than 50 
bombings and a score of shootings 
between early 1974 and December 
1975. 
Known as No. I Active Service Unit 
Overseas, they ran an elaborate cell 
system in England’s major cities with 
bomb factories in rooming houses and 
suburban villas, hideouts, arms dumps 
and a gelignite smuggling pipeline 
from the Republic. 
Ginzburg Latest 
Target O f Soviets 


MOSCOW (AP) — A shy, redbearded 
man who has paid out more than 
$350,000 of Alexander Solzhenitsyn’s 
royalties to Soviet political prisoners 
and their families is the latest target of 
the Krem lin’s drive against its critics 
at home. 
The arrest last week of Alexander 
Ginzburg prompted an appeal by more 
than 200 dissidents for his release and 
an official expression of concern from 
the U.S. State Department. 
The dissidents’ appeal said he was 
suffering from pneumonia com­ 
plicated 
by a 
chronic tubercular 
condition. Valentin Turchin, head of 
the Soviet branch of Amnesty Inter­ 
national, said jail meant “ certain 
death for a man in his condition.” 
The Soviet government has not even 
said what he is charged with, although 
the Literary Gazette last week accused 
him of illegal currency dealings. 
Tousled and gaunt from the tuber­ 
cular condition he picked up during six 
years in various prisons, the 40-year-

Lim its P ick e tin g 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — A court 
injunction limiting pickets at the Sun 
Oil Refinery Wednesday has enabled 
truckloads of fuel oil once again to be 
delivered. 
Lucas County Common Pleas Judge 
Robert Franklin issued the injunction 
which bars .strikers at the refinery 
from blocking gates at the Toledo 
plant. He limited the number of pickets 
at seven gates and banned them from 
picketing at three others. 
The refinery’s 425 members of the 
Oil, Chemical and Atomic Workers 
Union went on strike Jan. 5. 
The refinery is one of the largest in 
the midwest and produces about 1.3 
million gallons of heating fuel daily. 
Until the injunction was issued truck 
deliveries from the refinery were at a 
virtual standstill.

old Ginzburg ignored official warn­ 
ings, 
police 
searches 
and 
in­ 
terrogations and managed the relief 
fund the Nobel prize-winning author 
established when he was exiled in 1974. 
Just before his arrest last week, he 
told foreign correspondents the fund 
has 
paid 
270,000 
rubles 
— 
the 
equivalent of $363,879 at the official 
exchange rate — to a total of 1,470 
political prisoners or members of their 
families. 
Bom Nov. 21,1936, in a partly Jewish 
family of economists, Ginzburg was a 
canoeing champion in 1954, when he 
was 18. He worked as a lathe operator, 
actor, theatrical producer and part­ 
time journalist until 1960, when he was 
sentenced to two years at hard labor 
for editing Syntaxis, an underground 
poetry magazine. 
He was arrested again in 1964 for 
allegedly 
distributing 
antiSoviet 
literature but was released four days 
later. A Moscow newspaper published 
a letter over his name attacking 
“ Western propagandists” for trying to 
make capital of his case. 
In January 
1968, 
after a 
well 
publicized show trial, Ginzburg and 
three others were convicted of 
publishing “ Tile White book on the 
Siniavsky-Daniel Affair,” a collection 
of documents pertaining to the 1966 
conviction of writers Yuli M. Daniel 
and Andrei Siniavsky for publishing 
anti-Soviet writings abroad. 
Ginzburg served four years. After 
his release in 1972, he was denied 
permission to live in Moscow but 
managed to spend most of his time 
here with his wife, Irina, and their two 
small sons. His record as a political 
prisoner and his continuing activity in 
the cause of human rights barred him 
from steady employment, and he held 
a succession of temporary jobs, most 
of them doing manual labor. 
He is a leading member of the group 
formed last May to monitor Soviet 
compliance with the human rights 
provisions of the Helsinki Accords 
signed by the United States, the Soviet 
Union, and 33 other nations in 1975.

Dixie Sommers, one of 
two B I & economists who produced the 
report, said the number of workers 
changing careers was surprising.

projections of future job opportunities 
will have to be revised to incorporate 
the "tremendous volume” of career 
changing, she said. 
While the study was based on in­ 
formation gathered seven years ago, 
she said smaller surveys recently 
show the trend is continuing. 
The proportion taking up new trades 
was highest among young workers and 
greater among men than women. 
Professionals, craft workers, farmers 
and managers showed the strongest 
job stability, while workers with fewer 


skills and smaller incomes changed 
occupations more frequently. 
According to the study, only 47 per 
cent of men and 40 per cent of women 
with jobs in 1965 had the same oc­ 
cupation in 1970. Some 32.2 per cent of 
the men and 27.2 per cent of the women 
switched careers More women than 
men dropped out of the labor force 
entirely — 26 per cent to 14.8 per cent.

Ketcham, originator of the cartoon 
character, lost his mother at an early 
age, spent his childhood in boarding 
schools and rarely saw his father. 


Later, he joined the Marines, 
became a cowboy, married and got a 
job here as a prison guard. 
The younger Ketcham says he had a 
rambunctious day when he was 4 or 5 
years old. He broke a lamp and, when 
his dad came home, his mother 
described Dennis as a “real menace.”

Hank 
Ketcham, 
a 
Walt 
Disney 
cartoonist before World War II, 
started writing Dennis the Menace, 
based on his son, in 1951. Dennis was 
an only child and his parents were 
named Alice and Henry just like in the 
comics. 
“I was like every other 4-or 5-year- 
old at that time...I got in mischief. I 


pulled some 
harebrained schemes 
once in a while but I was about average 
growing 
up,” 
Dennis 
Ketcham 
recalled. 


“I got teased in school about it. In 
granuTiar school they were all ribbing 
me about it. It took quite a few years 
to get used to it.” 
Ketcham went to boarding schools at 
age 12. His mother died a year later 
and he wound up staying at boarding 
schools year round. 


“ I didn't see my dad too much,” he 
said. "For a while we were sort of few 
and far between. I felt a jealousy. He 
was too busy. 
“Since I’ve been married, we’ve 
been closer,” Ketcham said. “Dad 
said he has some regrets.” 
The cartoonist moved to Switzerland 
17 years ago. He remarried, has a 
daughter and his wife is expecting a 
second child. 
Dennis Ketcham joined the Marines 
and spent IO months in Vietnam. “ I 
lost a lot of good buddies,” he said. 
After that, he spent some time

in a restaurant. They married and 16 
months ago they had a daughter, 
Jennifer.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — Jordan’s 
young Queen Alia was buried in the 
royal cemetery near Amman today 
less than 24 hours after her death in a 
helicopter crash. 
King Hussein, wearing a red and 
white Bedouin headdress, stood by 
grief-stricken but dryeyed as the 
queen’s flag-draped 
coffin 
was 
lowered into its grave. 
A crowd of about 3,000 mourners, 
mostly Jordanian dignitaries, stood 
silently during the 90-minute service in 
a nearby mosque and later at the 
cemetery. 
Queen Alia, a 29-year-old diplomat's 
daughter and champion of women’s 
rights, had flown to At Tafilah in the 
mountains 200 miles south of Amman 
to inspect a hospital. Her helicopter 
ran into a rainstorm and crashed, 
killing the queen, Health Minister 
Mohammed El Bashir, an air force 
doctor and the pilot. There were no 
survivors. 
The burial was held on short notice 
at the new royal cemetery adjacent to 
the Hashmiya Palace, 15 miles west of 
Amman. 
The king’s close men relatives stood 
by his side during the funeral, but none 
of the royal womenfolk or children 
were present. Bedouin tribal chieftains 
bent and kissed the monarch’s hand. 
Among foreign dignitaries at the 
ceremony were President Hafez Assad 
of Syria and West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 
Alia was Hussein’s third wife. They 
had been married four years and had 
one child, a 2-year-old daughter. 
The palace announced 40 days of 
official mourning and flags were 
lowered to half staff. 
In an emotional radio and television 
broadcast, the 41-year-old king said: 
"God has chosen my beloved Alia to be 
by His side and she is not coming back. 
Those with her were also martyred.” 
Hussein said the queen decided only 
that morning to make the tour. He 
stayed behind to meet with U.N. Secre­ 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim. 
“ In the evening, I received reports 
that the aircraft was overdue, and 
later that contact had been lost with it. 
The plane was caught in heavy rain 
storms and crashed.... Finally I 
received the tragic news that ... Alia 
will never return.... 
"My eulogy about the queen, Alia the 
human being, my beloved wife, is to 
praise her noble character, her 
humanity and her great heart.” 
Hussein’s first wife was an Egyp­ 


tian, Dina Abdel Hamid, who bore him 
a daughter. They were divorced and in 
1961 he married an English girl, Tony 
Avril Gardiner, who became a Moslem 
and changed her name to Muna. They 
had two sons and two daughters before 
their divorce. 
Alia was the daughter of Baha-Eddin 
Toukan, a Palestinian from the West 
Bank of the Jordan River who became 
Jordan’s ambassador to Egypt and the 
United Nations. She was bom in Cairo, 
studied in Rome, took a bachelor’s 
degree in political science at Hunter 
College in New York, and did public 
relations work for the Jordanian 
airline. Hussein was a longtime friend 
of her family. 
A tall, self-assured blonde, she 
sometimes rode a motorcycle before 
her marriage, learned water skiing 
from her husband, dressed in Western 
fashions and liked blue jeans.

WASHINGTON (AP) - There ap­ 
pears to be no settlement in sight in the 
3-year-old 
on-again, 
off-again 
negotiations between the National 
Football League owners and players 
union over a new collective bargaining 
agreement. 
The result could be another round of 
law suits against the NFL by player 
agents who want to put their clients on 
the m arket to the highest bidder. 
There was some confusion over 
whether the two sides had broken off 
negotiations over a new contract to 
replace the one which expired Jan. 31, 
1974. 
Bob Epstein, spokesman for the 
players, issued a brief statement 
Wednesday afternoon on behalf of Ed 
Garvey, executive director, in which 
he 
said: 
“ A fter 
two 
days 
of 
negotiations there is absolutely no 
progress. It is now clear that the Feb. 
15 deadline was unrealistic and there is 
little optimism on our side.” 
Epstein then said he did not know 
when the two sides would meet in the 
near future. 
When asked for comment, Terry 
Bledsoe, spokesman for the NFL 
Management Council, said he had not 
attended the afternoon session and had 
no comment except that it was his 
understanding they were still meeting. 
A subsequent call to Epstein indicated 
that the two sides were still together. 
The negotiations were being held at 
an undiclosed location, so all 
in­ 
formation had to come from the two 
spokesmen. 
Garvey had set the Feb. 15 date as a 
deadline for reaching an agreement 
but the owners, although suggesting 
they also would like to have a signed 
contract by then, would not be as 
specific. 
The pressure to reach an early 
agreem ent came last September when 
a federal judge declared the draft of 
collegiate players to be in violation of 
the an titru st laws. An agreed-to 
contract would make it feasible to 
stage the draft. 
Both sides agree that there can be no 


piecemeal solution to the dispute. An 
entire package must be formulated to 
include such things as the draft, the 
Rozelle Rule, the com m issioner’s 
position as an arbitrator, the length of 
the season, preseason pay and the 
trade and waiver systems.

over the counter. The Spalding ball is 
entwined with the rich history of the 
sport. It helped rock the cradle. 
Albert G. Spalding, bom in Byron, 
111. in 1850, was one of the game’s 
pioneers, a pitcher who later started a 
small sporting goods business and 
helped found the National League in 
1876. Until this year, every ball ever 
used in the major leagues had the word 
“ Spalding’’ stamped between the 
stitching. 
It was the ball old Cy Young threw 
for 508 pitching victories, Babe Ruth 
knocked over the fences for 714 home 
runs and Hank Aaron for even more, 
the ball with which Don I-irsen pitched 
a perfect game in the 1956 World 
Series. It’s the ball that sits by the 
thousands on limitless shelves with 
autographs of the greats and near­ 


greats. 
The ball itself has undergone many 
changes, even dictating the course of 
baseball history. First it had a rubber 
center, chanced in 1909 to cork. The 
“ rabbit” ball emerged in the 1920s, the 
golden age of Ruth, and hitters in the 
1950s complained of a ‘dead ball. 
"The ball never has been purposely 
changed to aid either the pitcher or the 
batter," Geisler said. “ Materials have 
changed but the ball always has had to 
meet rigid specifications in size and 
velocity. 
.... 
Spalding produced 2’i! 
m illion 
baseballs a year, 250,000 going to 
major leagues at around $1 75 each. In 
.seeking to renew a 10-year contract, 
Spalding asked baseball for a five per 
cent price boost, or SI a dozen. 
Baseball said “ no.” 
So Spalding closed the door on an era 
and went for the bottom line.

Carter Pats Backs Government 
_ r _ 
Gives Push 
Of Bureaucrats 
To $2 Bills 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Carter is visiting Cabinet departments 
one by one, encouraging bureaucrats 
in hallways, offices, cafeterias and 
auditoriums to be 
imaginative, 
unafraid 
of 
change 
and 
more 
responsive to the people. 
Carter set aside time today to walk 
to the Treasury, next door to the White 
House, to meet in the Cash Room with 
employes. lined with tellers’ cages 
until it was closed last summer, the 
Cash Hoorn was the Federal Reserve 
System’s last remaining bank that 
cashed checks. 
Now an empty room with marble 
walls, the Cash Room once turned 
checks into greenbacks and silver for 
government workers and others. It be­ 
came known as a place where the poor 
with no bank accounts of their own 
could cash their welfare checks. 
Like other banks of its kind across 
the country, it was shut down as 
uneconomical. 
The President arranged to ride from 
the Treasury to the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
where hundreds of workers were in­ 
vited to the cafeteria to hear him. He 
also planned to visit several offices in 


the building. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said Carter will tour every 
Cabinet department “to see the people 
and to express ... his direct concerns.” 
Powell said there is no significance to 
the order of the President’s visits. 
Carter went to the I,abor De­ 
partment 
on 
Wednesday. 
“ Be 
aggressive, dynamic and imagi­ 
native,” he told its employes. “ I don’t 
want any of you to be afraid of change 
... I want an aggressive, constant 
search for a better way to deliver serv­ 
ices.” 
With Cabinet secretary Jack Watson 
in tow, the President ventured first 
into the crannies of the department, 
entering with Secret Service agents 
through the basement, taking an 
elevator to the second floor and 
greeting workers in the hallways. 
Carter moved slowly, clutching 
hands like he was picking cotton. 
Several women touched the hands of 
others who touched the President. 
“ Jinuny, Jimmy ...,” they shouted. 
“ Mr. President, Mr. President.” His 
bodyguards cleared a path to the 
department’s marble lobby, where 
Carter stepped onto a small stage. 


Ohio Labor Leaders 
Eye Energy Savings 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
labor leaders, at the request of Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, have come up with a 
plan to help the state cope now and in 
the future with critical energy 
problems. 
Part of 
a 
package 
of 
recom­ 
mendations 
Wednesday 
was 
a 
proposal to consider raising the 
severance tax on coal, from the 
present four cents a ton to $1,400. to 
produce about $70 million a year. 
Tile Governor's I,abor 
Advisory 
Committee on Energy, headed by Ohio 
AKI/-CIO President Milan Marsh, said 
tax dollars will be needed to finance 
the state’s search for more energy 
supplies. 


Rhodes praised the labor leaders’ 
recommendations, 
saying 
they 
demonstrated 
a 
“ spirit 
of 
cooperation...to prevent a recurrence 
next year of the problems we have 
suffered the past few weeks.” 
He sent their report along to leaders 
of the General Assembly. Senate 
Majority Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 
Akron, singled out none of the specific 
recommendations 
but 
said 
he 
generally favored the report and would 
like to see a bill introduced, in­ 
corporating 
at 
least 
part 
of 
the package. 


The committee said a boost in the 
severance tax should be considered 
because Ohio’s tax is the lowest in the 
nation. 
It noted that in western states, it 
amounts to $1.40 a ton on coal, while 
Ohio levies only four cents a ton. “ An 
increase to the western rate for coal 
should produce about $70 million a 
year,” the committee said. 
Otherwise, the labor group endorsed 
the governor’s call for the use of Ohio's 
high sulfur coal and urged that the 
state prevail upon federal environ­ 
mental officials to stretch out the ef­ 
fective dates of emission standards. 
It also supported the governor’s 
request for more research to develop 
Ohio’s vast deposits of shale as an 
energy 
source. 
The 
committee 
suggested a small demonstration 
project 
should 
be undertaken— 
perhaps in one community which could 
be made self sufficient through 
recovery of gas from shale wells. 
A series of conservation measures 
was advocated by the group, including 
the restriction of stores and businesses 


t 


to 40 hours of operation each week. 
The committee called further for tax 
breaks for insulation of older homes, a 
statewide energy code for new and 
existing buildings, the development of 
temperature and light standards with 
“ reasonable enforcement” in in­ 
dustrial, residential, and commercial 
buildings, and the development of 
utility rate structure to penalize the 
wasteful use of energy. 


It said Ohio should fight federal 
deregulation of natural gas prices, and 
that the Public Utilities Commission 
should determine if Ohio’s utilities 
have “ overrecovered” on their present 
rate filings. 
Ohio’s 
Energy 
Research 
and 
Development Agency “ has been 
lacking” when compared with similar 
agencies in other states, and should be 
reviewed, the committee said. 
Besides the AF I/-CIO, other unions 
represented on the governor’s special 
committee were the United Auto 
Workers, Teamsters and the building 
trades. 


Seek Plain 
Resolution 


CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — After the 
New Hampshire Executive Council 
approved a $12,625 contract for the 
governor’s commission on crime and 
delinquency, one councilor asked 
whether the next such grant “ could be 
presented in English, please.” 
The cover letter accompanying, the 
grant said that, among other things, it 
would: 
“ Develop groups of evaluation 
modules for several types of programs 
to consist of sophisticated and quan­ 
titatively oriented research designs to 
bt' used in evaluation programs. 
"Establish 
minimal 
data 
re­ 
quirements as required by the 
evaluation modules and set in place a 
system through which a continual flow 
of empirical data will be directed 
toward the commission’s evaluation 
staff. 
“ Establish through the use of 
computer analysis modules a highly 
empirical and quantitative means for 
policy makers to make decisions about 
programs.” 
Approval was unanimous. 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) - Having 
failed on its own, the government now 
is considering paying an advertising 
agency $300,000 to convince Americans 
they need the $2 bill. 


Officials admit disappointment in 
the public reception given the $2 bill 
since it was brought back with consid­ 
erable fanfare about IO months ago. 


In fact, the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing has stopped printing the bills, 
at least temporarily. Of the ap­ 
proximately 415 million that were 
printed, about 222 million actually 
went into circulation. 


But that number is not as impressive 
as it might seem. Millions of the $2 bills 
apparently were hoarded away as 
souvenirs soon after they were issued 
last April 13, and have been unused 
since. 
James A. Conlon, director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
said he is encouraged that four million 
of the $2 bills showed up in circulation 
in December, the last month for which 
a count is available. 
Conlon said in an interview that he 
thinks consumers want the $2 bill but 
just aren’t getting a chance to use it 
because retail merchants aren’t dis­ 
tributing it. 
“ The apparent 
reluctance 
by 
retailers to utilize the notes in making 
change ... that’s the key focal point,” 
he said. 
Conlon said there is no danger yet 
that the new $2 bills will go the way of 
the old $2 bills, which were phased out 
of circulation in 1966 because people 
weren’t using them. “ We’re finn in our 
intention,” he said. 
He said the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and the Federal Reserve 
Board are 
proposing 
a 
“ more 
positive” public relations campaign 
than has been tried before to win ac­ 
ceptance for the $2 bill. 
If Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal approves, Conlon said, the 
agencies will seek bids from ad­ 
vertising agencies and others to under­ 
take the campaign, which would cost 
about $300,000. 
The purpose in reissuing the $2 bill 
was to replace some of the $1 bills in 
circulation and save the government 
up to $7 million a year rn printing costs. 
It costs about $15 to print 1,000 bills 
regardless of denomination. 


Soviet Air 
Designer Dies 


MOSCOW (A P) — Sergei Ilyushin, 
creator of more than 50 Soviet air­ 
planes from World War II attack 
planes to modem passenger jets, has 
died. Tass reported today. He was 82. 


Ilyushin’s IL2 became famous 
during World War II and German 
forces dubbed it “the flying death.” 


Since the war. the letters “ IL ” have 
appeared on the fuselages of a whole 
series of passenger planes in homage 
to the man who designed them. 


The latest, the 11/86 Airbus, which 
seats 350 passengers, has passed trials 
to be put into service by the Soviet 
airline Aeroflot. 


Sergei Vladunirovich Ilyushin began 
workmg in an aviation hangar in 1914 
and- from there became an army 
mechanic and went to flying school, 
graduating in 1917. In 1926, he was 
graduated from an air force en­ 
gineering academy, then began to 
move up in Soviet aircraft construction 
and design. He won the I /emu and state 
prizes for his work and was three times 
Hero of Socialist Izabor. 


His son, Vladim ir Sergeevich 
Ilyushin, who is now 49, is a test pilot 
and aircraft engineer.
